"Yet," it continues, "the events of Chi- 
cago, and the infractions upon law and 
order In other States, show clearly that we 
have been deceived.

Wholesale Indictments For 
Bulldozing 


United States Snpervisors, and Other 


Election Frauds Expected. 


ST. Louis, Nov. 16.—The United States 


grand jury, in session at the custom-house, 
will be called upon to inquire into the 
charges of illegal voting and frauds at the 
hist election for Congressmen. . Chief 
Supervisor Horatio D. Wood .has in his 
possession evidence of a criminating char- 
acter which he will turn over to the United 
States District Attorney by which it will 
be brought to the attention of the grand 
jury who will find indictments against tho 
offenders. 


More than one ward bnmmer and "prac- 


tical politicion" is shaking in his shoes at 
the thought of a probable consequence of 
indiscreet threats or attempts to bulldo/o 
Deputy United States Supervisors on elec- 
tion day. From information gathered in 
the district attorney's office, all persons 
who indulge their favoritism for particu- 
lar candidates to the point of perpetrating 
illegal and fraudulent acts in their behalf 
have good reason to tremble. The prepara- 
tions in the office for the handling of just 
such cases before the grand jury have 
been upon an extensive scale and appar- 
ently in anticipation of the finding of a 
large number of indictments. 
Printed 


forms of indictments havo been furnished 
the grand jury, setting forth the charges 
specifically, and 'applicable only to cases 
of this particular nature. It is hardly 
probable that the office would go to the 
expense of preparing these printed forms 
if but a few cases were expected, and the 
report that the number of persons who 
will be brought before the grand jury will 
be close on to fifty may be well founded. 


One case which will bo investigated is 


that of J. 0. Mitchell, who waived exam- 
ination and was bound over by Commis- 
sioner Cullen for the grand jury on the 
charge of interfering with a deputy United 
States supervisor in the discharge of his 
duties, preferred by Supervisor W. H. 
Smith, who was located on election day in 
the polling place of the 195th precinct of 
the Tenth ward. 


Chief United States Supervisor H. D. 


Wood, when approached upon the subject 
this morning, said: "I may not present 
the evidence in my possession to th« grand 
jury or the district attorney for several 
days yet—in fact, I am not ready to make 
any positive statement for publication just 
at present." 


••How many cases of fraud have you 


whirl! require investigationi" 


'•Not very many." 
"A dozen or so!" 
"Well, uo, not so many as that. I have 


only a few cases aud don't care to say any 
thing about them. What may be done by 
the grand jury will appear later. The 
United States District Attorney will brin-* 
the matter directly to the attention of the 
grand jury. My duties extend only to the 
preservation of testimony and evidence 
for Congress in the event of a contest."

dens out of Berlin, past Potsdam, the sum- 
mer lesiilencB of tbe Goimiui liiuga, and on to 
VBtschan, a little Btation "about blxty unlea 
away. Fi om huru 1 walked five miles over a 
country road to Buig, which is one of the 
capitals of this Vendish nation. Tue aJr was 
bracing, the rood was as solid as marble, 
freo tioni dust and lined witli shade trues, A 
countiy »alk iu Germany Is far different 
from one in America. One finds a restaurant 
atevury two or three miles, and BO many 
people walk in Euro|» that lie is sureol coin-

with tho beautiful blue cornflowers (Kaiser 
Blumon) wus rolling hke the waves of the 
sea as 1 walked along in company with two 
hamlsmorkbliursche, or joui neyraen travel- 
en,. These jolly fellows may be met with in 
any placu on any country roud in Germany 
They are young inim who have learned their 
trades, walk about over Europe, paying their

My guide ^as a character. He was a Vend, 


and 'a queer loolHng genius he was. His broad 
German ca'p came down over his jovial face, 
sun browned and red 
A fromblinp black 


pipe hung between his teeth, and ibis quiv- 
ered as, though about to fall whenever his 
muscles swelled m pushing the kahn. His 
feet were bare and his clean blue pantaloons 
were rolled up above his knees 
Hifi white 


cotton blurt was open at the neck and«ut 
short at the sleeves so that it bliuwed as much 
of his person as would the de'collete' -dross of a 
Washington society belle. He was about 40 
years old, and was rather well to do for the 
country 
Before we started out he took me 


to his home and o-sked me to take dinner with 
him. He waa proud of his little house, which 
was of about the average s.ize of thpse of the 
countiy 
It was a small, one story affair, 


mode of wood, wittva pitched loot thatched 
with straw. This thatch was about a foot 
thick, and be told me that such a loof would 
last thirty years. Tbe house contained only 
two little? corns and a garret, reached, by a 
ladder 
It? furmture was an old, Dutch 


stove, a chair or two, * chest, a table and a 
bed. He had also a bed m the kitchen, and 
he changed his pantaloons here while his wife 
was cooking tUe dinner. In this little pen 
this man lived with his father, mother, wife 
and daughter, and deemed himself well off. 
The women were dressed in the Vendish 
costume, and tbe daughter, a strapping 
girl o£ 20,1 was. a Vendish Venus 
Her 


rosy arms and feet were bare, and her 
red skirt coming only to the knees, did little 
to hide the hn'es o£ rosy beauty of hor giace- 
ful limbs. Her hair was covered with a cap 
and across her. chest was wound a whits 
starched (handkerchief, out of which came a 
pair of arms of red and white, showing 
enough color 'to have been one of Ruben's 
models 
The Vendiuh women think it im- 


modest to show their hair to th» gaze of the 
public, and they aover their .breast close to 
the neo(E, Their .legs, however, they expose 
withoufa bhisb, and that to ft degree which 
would shock almost a Parisian ballet dancer. 
The eyes bf this Vendish beauty were brown. 
Her face wa» rosy, plump_nnd open 
Her 


forehead and, nose were of the Greek cast, 
and the curlou^ headdress which she wore 
made her beauty all the more striking. Tbe 
cap was made of a. bright colored handker- 
chief with ends whjch stood out like horns, 
and under the apron, which covered her 
chest, a velveteen bodice of blue shone out. 
This was her every day dress. I saw af tei - 
ward some Vendish girla in Sunday attire. 
They woi e much the same as the above cos- 
tume, but added to it tMy had much jewelry 


and the colors were

order, but slippers 
and stockings 
adorned the feet.

and stones-of the booses are gray with tne 
age of a hundred years. 


At one point I stopped the kahn, and, look- 


ms into a stable, I-watcbed the-milkmaids 
wOTMng away-with their buckete'held fiist 
between their kneea My Iguide told me that 
the girls did'all' the milking, cleaned the 
stables and took care of the cows. 


This guide was a character. His broken 


German-enabled us to get along very well. 
He told me that most ot the Vends were 
Protestants, and that he believed in U»» 
Bible. He looked npon me as a great curt- 
osity when he found I was an American, and 
he pointed m&ont as such to every one we 
met 
He had been a soldier In the German 


army, and he said times were good In Qer- 
maiiy, and that the, ordinary wages in thu 
part of the country were now from twenty 
to thirty cent»,a day for women, and from 
twentv-Bve to fifty cents a day for men. He 
wasverygrataftilwhenl gave him a little 
more than the regular fee at the close; ana 
ha told, me ne wanted me to take Us wifes 
photograph to.America so that he could say 
that his wife had been there. He afterwards 
sent me this phptograph, and I publish it In 
this letter 
If he ever sees it I doubt not he 


will think the miUenium has begun.

These >ounp; follows carry a staff In one 
hand and have knapsacks upon their backs 
Kalph Keclcr, a noted correspondent of the 
post, clhiguised as one of them, niado the tour 
of Euiopo for $181 in currency lie pro- 
nounced this class of travelers the ]olllest he 
met anywhere nnd I find them very intelli- 
gent 
As wo walked together we chatted ol 


the differences of America and Germany, 
They weie amused at my description of 
Amoi lean fences, and thought the wages re 
ceived by Ameiicnn laborers were fortunes. 
There are no fences in Germany 
Tho cattle 


are kept in their staoles and the crops grow 
aide by side \\ithonly imaglnar}' boundaries. 
Tho people live in villages and the houses ar» 
not scattered over the farms as in America. 


Three miles an hour is considered the aver- 


age speed for an European pedestrian, and In 
an hour and a half we had i cached Burg. 
After a dlhner of kalbsbraten and a glass of 
beer I found a man who could speak Ger- 
man and n ho cenwnted to row me through the

The wife and mothar of my guide were at- 


tired much the same as the duught r save 
that the colors were not so bright. Tbe head 
of the old lady was fearfully and wqnder- 
fully gotten up, and the handkerchief jvvhich 
covered it was as stiff as starch could make 
it and had two ends which stood out like the 
extravagant collar of an ond man at the 
minstrels. 


Tlie dinner was nearly ready when I came 


in and a moment later was upon the table. 
Although 1 had just had my dinner I did not 
refuse my host's invitation and I sat down 
with the family at the table. Iheie were no 
plates, knives or forks, the only eatables 
were a pot of mm meal mush and a dish of 
lettuce. The mush was put on the table in 
the same pot ui which, it was boiled and wu 
ate it with iron, tablespoons, each person 
helping himself and dipping into the pot at 
every mouthful 
The salad was eaten in the 


same way. It was flrst a spoonlul of rnush. 
and then a spoonful of salad and so on, and 
when we were done both pots were clean. 
My host made no apology f 01 tie scantiness 
of the meal • Xt was probably his best meal 
of the day and he doubtless thought it good 
enough for any one. 


The dinner over we took the kahn and 


began our journey. I laid myself on the hay. 
My guide lighted his pipe and took the push- 
ing pole In his hands and for several days we 
lazily 
i moved about through the narrow 


canals of the Spreewald 
A glorious journey 


it waa Now we would go through luxuriant 
meadows, on. which the young men and 
women were cutting the grass and loading it 
on boats and pushing It along the canal with 
their bare arms 
The women work here in 


the field with, the men, and as a rule they 
have the hardest part of the work. With the 
green fields as a background, with the fresh 
skin of oat of door life and their picturesque 
costumes they made a sight I never tired 
looking at 
And then nature during the 


ride was so changeable and beautiful. The 
banks of the s&ialler canals were so near that 
I could almost pick flowers from them as we 
passed lazily along. Now we would, shoot 
into a great forest, and for miles tho trees 
would form a perfect arbor over us, shutting 
out the rays of the sun. On the plains tha 
grass wafted its lotus-like perfumes into our 
nostrils, and the birds and insects of the 
forest and meadow sang a march as we 
pushed along.

How tho Business of Great Clearing Houses 


U Conducted. 


In the revival of business the great 


clearing house returns of tbe great 
center" of trade are studied by mer- 
chants and bankers with increasihg in- 
terest. The clearing house, by tlie 
way, 
is one of the strictly modern in- 


ventions oi "business and illustrates 
anew that business in this epoch hai 
become a science. "In lormer times," 
says a new literary celebrity in France, 
the Abbe Roux, ''literature was an art 
and finance a business, Now tueir po- 
sitions are reversed " This sounds 
somewhat cvnital, but it has a certain 
ring of truth, 
l.iko all inventions, the 


clearing boii~e came when it was most 
needed? The restrictions upon bank- 
ing in this State, -\vliich wen- due 
doubtless to the early efforts of Alex- 
ander Hamilton and Aaron Burr, pio- 
neers in imance as in politics, were re- 
moved in 1848, and thereafter the 
growth of banking in New York City 
was very rapid. Up to 1858, however, 
the methods of lh(> b-mks were the same 
as thobe of some small town. From 
each bank a olerk started out every 
morning witli accounts against other 
banks, and it was frequently three 
o'clock before lie could finish his 
woik 
Often be was ao hampered b> 


the large bums of money which he 
carried that it was comparatively easy 
for a couple of able-bodied thieves to 
rob him of .ill that he carried. After a 
number of "runners" had been robbed 


detective or a constable, as the 


policeman was called in old days, waa 
detailed to protect them. 
Yet even 


then tho transfer of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars by messenger became 
so risky that in 1853 fifty-two banks 
met and agreed to form a clearing- 
house 
One was already in existence 


m London, and with some innovations 
to suit the customs of New York the 
1/onilon plan was adopted. 
By this 


plan ot course all tlie accounts which 
one bank lias against another are taken 
to one-place, namely, the clearing- 
house building, a handsome structure 
at tlie corner of Pine and Nassau 
streets 
It frequently happens that 


a bank has peihaps a million dollars 
duo from another bank, which m turn 
lias an account for the same amount, 
or about that sum against the first 
named. The transaction can be s>et- 
tlod at the clearing-house by checking

amount by messenger. 


The largest ibalanoe that anv bank 


ever received at the clearing-house 
was. on November 17, 1868, the amount 
being $10,585,471.31. Sometimes, on 
the other hand, the balance due a bank 
is not more than one dollar. This re- 
calls the fact that in New York busi- 
ness a check was once made for fifty- 
three eentri. The late Isaac W. Eng- 
land, once publisher of the New York 
Run, was some years ago in charge of 
Frank Leslie's illustrated newspaper 
and made checks for one dollar be- 
oause he wished a voucher for all his 
xpendituresi There was once, mere- 
's er, speaking of small things, an 
error in the accounts of an interior 
bank with the sub-Treasury here of six 
cents. Thomas C. Acton, Assistant 
Treasurei of the United States, refused 
to receive the cheek until this- error 
had been corrected and notified the 
bank that he must have the six cents. 
He got it. The expense to the United 
States Government of securing the six 
cents must have been much greater 
than the sum involved, but the bank in- 
question was> more careful about ^ts ac- 
eoiints thereafter.

CHICAGO, Nov. 18,-The fourth annual 


banquet of the Iroquois Club was given m 
the main dining-hall of the Palmer House 
last evening.
